That has to be the best 
quote we have seen in the Abilene 
Reporter-News in a long, long time. 
This was a quote by Abilene at­ 
torney J. R. Black Jr., who along 
with Frank Scarborough and 
Beverly Tarpley, represented the 
plaintiffs in the suit against the 
Hamlin Hospital District. 
For the first time since the initial 
decision went against them, the 
plaintiffs have no recourse of 
appeal, Black is quoted as saying.

News. 
It may be just a coincidence but 
everytime something happened in 
favor of the plaintiffs they seemed 
to manage to get to the Reporter- 
News with it about as fast as we 
could learn it here. But when it 
went against them, 
the story 
seemed to break a little slower. 
This we can easily understand 
but what we find a little harder to 
understand is how the stories were 
played. Their stories seemed to 
always make big front page 
headlines, while ours seemed to 
always find their way over on the 
inside somewhere. 
But this too is probably un­ 
derstandable since the different 
and the ridiculous always make 
bigger headlines than the ordinary. 
And the plaintiffs’ lawsuit against 
the district had met both these 
qualifications — different and 
ridiculous.

What are the goals and 
purposes of the proposed beef 
research and information 
program? 
lf eligible livestock pro­ 
ducers vote in favor of the 
beef checkoff program this 
spring, it is designed to allow 
the establishment of projects 
for advertising, promotion, 
education, products, says 
Kirby Clayton, county Ex­ 
tension Agent for the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Ser­ 
vice. 
Similarly, the program 
would allow for the establish­ 
ment and conducting of 
research, market develop­ 
ment projects and studies 
with respect to production, 
growing, sale, processing and 
distribution, marketing or 
utilization of cattle, beef and 
beef products, the Extension 
said. 
The program also would 
include development and 
expansion of foreign mar­ 
kets. 
The checkoff is designed as 
a self-help program, where 
the producer would be con­ 
tributing three tenths of one 
per cent of the sales of his 
cattle. For example, for a 
The Long Branch 
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producer to contribute HOO 
to the program, sales from 
his cattle would need to be 
$33,333 annually. 
Nearly 140 million would be 
generated in the program's 
first year of operation, based 
on the assessment rate as 
outlined in the proposed 
program. The program would 
be administered by a Beef 
Board of not more than 68 
members 
from 
eligible 
producer organizations of 
each state or geographical 
area. Texas should have a 
representation of about seven 
members on the Beef Board, 
to help determine how to 
checkoff monies would be 
spent. 
Financing plans for the 
proposed Beef Research and 
Information Program have 
been tentatively outlined. The 
Act is Public Law 94-292, and 
is enabling legislation similar 
to that for wheat, potatoes, 
cotton and eggs. 
"Funds would come from 
assessments on producers 
receipts from sales of cattle, 
he explained. 
The law sets a maximum 
check-off assessment rate of 
one-half of one per cent (0.5 
per cent) of the live animal 
value, but for the first three 
years, the rate has been set at 
three tenths of one percent. 
The funds would be collected 
according to a "value-added 
concept," which would assess 
all sellers in the marketing 
chain. The concept is similar 
to that of "pencil shrink ” 
However, emphasized the 
Extension agent, sales of 
breeding cattle may be 
exempt until the animals are 
sold for slaughter.

would

Board, as proposed in the 
Act. Consequently, packers 
would be responsible for 
maintaining records of the 
transactions, deducting the 
assessment from the sale of 
the animal and forwarding 
the money to the Beef Board. 
Provisions of the Act also 
allow for producers not 
wishing to participate in the 
program to request and 
receive a refund upon ap­ 
plication to the Beef Board 
To qualify for this refund, 
however, the request must be 
made in writing and sent— 
along with a copy of the sales 
slip—within a 60-day period 
after the end of the month in 
which the assessment was 
paid 
Based on an expected 
beginning assessment rate of 
0.3 per cent of the value of 
each animal slaughtered, 
nearly $40 million would be 
generated in the program’s 
first year of operation.

control programs to prevent 
the disease A key to pre­ 
vention is the identification of 
carrier animals in the herd 
Blood from suspected carrier 
animals can be checked at a 
diagnostic laboratory for a 
confirmatory diagnosis of 
anaplasmosis

The Texas medical 
Diagnostic Laboratories are 
equipped to help diagnose 
this disease, working in 
cooperation with the local 
veterinarian. 
Control measures that live­

What are the goals and 
purposes of the proposed beef 
research and information 
program? 
If eligible livestock pro­ 
ducers vote in favor of the 
beef checkoff program this 
spring, it is designed to allow 
the establishment of projects 
for advertising, promotion, 
education, products, says 
Kirby Clayton, county Ex­ 
tension Agent for the Texas 
Agricultural Extension Ser­ 
vice. 
Similarly, the program 
would allow for the establish­ 
ment and conducting of 
research, market develop­ 
ment projects and studies 
with respect to production, 
growing, sale, processing and 
distribution, marketing or 
utilization of cattle, beef and 
beef products, the Extension 
said. 
The program also would 
include development and 
expansion of foreign mar-

The checkoff is designed as 
a self-help program, where 
the producer would be con­ 
tributing three tenths of one 
per cent of the sales of his 
cattle.

producer to contribute HOO 
to the program, sales from 
his cattle would need to be 
$33,333 annually. 
Nearly $40 million would be 
generated in the program’s 
first year of operation, based 
on the assessment rate as 
outlined in the proposed 
program. The program would 
be administered by a Beef 
Board of not more than 68 
members 
from 
eligible 
producer organizations of 
each state or geographical 
area. Texas should have a 
representation of about seven 
members on the Beef Board, 
to help determine how to 
checkoff monies would be 
spent. 
Financing plans for the 
proposed Beef Research and 
Information Program have 
been tentatively outlined. The 
Act is Public Law 94-292, and 
is enabling legislation similar 
to that for wheat, potatoes, 
cotton and eggs. 
"Funds would come from 
assessments on producers' 
receipts from sales of cattle," 
he explained. 
The law sets a maximum 
check-off assessment rate of 
one-half of one per cent (0.5 
per cent) of the live animal 
value, but for the first three 
years, the rate has been set at 
three tenths of one percent. 
The funds would be collected 
according to a "value-added 
concept,” which would assess 
all sellers in the marketing 
chain. The concept is similar 
to that of "pencil shrink.” 
However, emphasized the 
Extension agent, sales of 
breeding cattle may be 
exempt until the animals are 
sold for slaughter. 
The initial purchaser in the

chain 
would 
deduct

Neinda Philosopher on his 
Johnson grass farm on 
Routs One comes out with 
a simplified tis system 
this week, surely with 
tongue in cheek, although 
you never can tell. 


Dear editor: 
About this time of the year, 
a diort while after income tax 
paying 
time, 
somebody 
comes out with a demand to 


simplify the tax forms and 
everybody agrees; that is, 
everybody except lawyers 
and other people who get paid 
for filling in the forms. 
One economist who had 
trouble understanding the 
complicated 1040 instructions 
which send you from one 
page to another and then 
back again, in language not 
even clear to the man who 
wrote it, came out with a 
simple plan. He says throw 


out all the forms, 
the 
deductions, the credits, etc., 
and just tax everybody IO 
percent 
of 
his 
income, 
regardless of what it is. He 
claims this will bring in about 
the same tax revenue as the 
present complicated system, 
not to mention how much 
coffee it ll ssve for people 
who stay up late April 15 
sweating over the thing. 
This plan is far too simple 
for the government to con* 


sider. The government isn t 
interested 
in 
something 
unless it’s unreasonable. 
Hie plan however is sound, 
only it doesn't go far enough, 
instead of taxing IO percent 
of your total income, it ought 
to tax IO percent of what you 
have left at the end of the 
year. 
This 
would 
suit 
everybody except those with 
a million-dollar income. They 
like the present system. 
Now the government will 


argue this wouldn’t leave it 
enough to operate on. The 
same argum ent can 
be 
turned the other way: the 
present tax system doesn’t 
leave some people enough to 
operate on either. 
But we’re all facing days of 
austerity, we’ve been told, 
and the government shouldn’t 
be exempt, although this goes 
contrary to the fundamental 
principles of politics. When a 
politician tells us to tighten 


our belts, he generally shows 
us bow belts are adjustable 
by loosening his. Congress 
just recently taught us how to 
fight inflation by giving itself 
a 29 percent raise.
